UNCLE SAM MAKES HIS OWN MAIL BAGS 


Rethvwod City ami San Mateo School 
Boards Provide for Teachers 
Getting liaise Next Year. 


Difficulty of (Jetting Material Is Cans 
ing Belay Paving Swift Avenue; 
Sixty Bays Granted. 


The trustees of two of the high 
schools of San Mateo county, those at 
Redwood City and San Mateo, have 
announced salary increases for the 
teachers the coming year. At the 
county seat the increases will aggre¬ 
gate about $4000 for the year, at San 
Mateo about $14,000. 

At Redwood the x male teachers will 
hereafter receive the sum of $2400 a 
year, while the women will get from 
$1800 to $2000. The principal, S. P. 
McCrea, will receive $3250. 

At San Mateo the increases range 
from $120 to $540 per ^year. The 
maximum salary has been raised from 
$1680 to $2220 and the minimum will 
be $1800. The new arrangement 
provides a salary of $1800 for a 
teacher the first year and an in¬ 
crease of $60 for each year of service 
for seven years, so that a teacher who 
has been at the school seven years 
will receive the maximum of $2220. 
i Heads of departments receive $120 
per year additional and \the dean of 
girls gets $240 per year extra. The 
vice-principal < receives an additional 
$360 per annum. The principal is 
granted an increase of $400 a year. 


The meeting of the South San 
Francisco city trustees held at the 
city hall Monday was devoted chiefly 
to routine matters. 

An extension of sixty days was 
granted the Raisch Improvement Com¬ 
pany for the finishing of the paving of 
Swift avenue. The company asked 
this extension, stating that owing to 
the difficulty of getting materials the 
work had been unavoidably delayed. 
The city officials granted the exten¬ 
sion on the condition that the com¬ 
pany's sureties raise no objection. 

Peter Pala, owner of the Central 
Hotel building on San Bruno road 
which was practically destroyed by 
tire recently, made application for 
permission to rebuild the structure 
two stories high. As South San 
Francisco’s fire ordinance states that 
where a building is damaged by fire 
to the extent of one-half its value it 
must be rebuilt, the doubt was raised 
as to whether such consent could be 
granted. The matter was laid over 
to the next meeting, when Mr. Pala 
will have an estimate ready of the 
probable cost of the repairs. 

Fire Chief Truax reported that the 
building next to the Central Hotel, 
and which was burned at the same 
time, is now in a dangerous condi¬ 
tion, and City Clerk McSweeney was 
instructed to communicate with the 
owner, Joseph Biagtni of Halfmoon 
Bay, and tell him the wreck must be 
torn down. 

0. Palany brought up the matter of 
paving Railroad avenue between 
Spruce and Magnolia. After some 
discussion this was laid over for ac¬ 
tion at a later meeting. 

Several hills against the city were 
read and ordered paid. 


COUNTY PRESERVATION LEAGUE 
CALLS MEETING TO PREPARE 
FOR FIGHTING PLAN TO JOIN 
SAN MATEO CO. TO BIG CITY. 


TO BE PRESENT AT INVITATION 
PRESERVATION LEAGUE;OTHER 
MATTERS OF INTEREST BEFORE 
COUNTY BOARD REPORTED. 


The county supervisors in a body 
will attend the meeting of the San 
Mateo Preservation League called for 
June 5th. This developed at Monday’s 
meeting of the board, when a com¬ 
munication was received from the 
league asking that a committee be 
appointed from the board to attend. 
Chairman John MacBain appointed 
the board as a whole on this com¬ 
mittee. 

All members of the board were pres¬ 
ent at Monday’s meeting except 
Supervisor Joseph Francis. 

In the matter of the petition of the 
Mercantile Trust Company of San 
Francisco, asking that certain ob¬ 
structions placed across Arroyo ave¬ 
nue in San Carlos by Fred \V. Lipp- 
man be ordered removed, District At¬ 
torney Swart rendered an opinion 
that, as the road had never been ac¬ 
cepted by the supervisors, the board 
had no jurisdiction in the matter. The 
board denied the petition. It also de¬ 
nied the petition of Mrs. Fred Lipp- 
man and a number of San Carlos resi¬ 
dents against the opening of Arroyo 
avenue. 

The request of Dr. W. T. Harrelson 
of the United States Health Service 
that funds appropriated six months 
ago to help in the war on ground 
squirrels bo continued, Nvas granted. 

A resolution favoring the construc¬ 
tion of a state exposition building in 
Oakland was passed. 

The" claim of Charles Steele for 
salary as traffic officer from January 
21st to January 30th was denied. 

A communication received from the 
Redwood post of the American Le¬ 
gion, favoring an adequate salary for 
school teachers, was filed. 

Current bills against the county 
were audited and ordered paid. 

The board will meet again June 7th 
at 10 a. m. 


The meeting called by the San 
Mateo County Preservation League for 
May 22d at. Redwood City has been 
postponed to June 5th, when it will 
lie held in the chambers of the board 
of supervisors. 

The league is determined that the 
movement to annex San Mateo county 
lo San Fraficisco shall be frustrated. 
To that end, it has sent invitations to ' 
city councils and civic organizations 
all over San Mateo county to send 
representatives to this meeting, when 
steps on the procedure to be followed 
will be decided upon. 

The league officials state they have 
been reliably informed that those back 
of the movement to annex this county 
to San Francisco are planning to “cut 
the teeth” out of the present enabling 
act at the next meeting of the legis¬ 
lature, with the idea of thus clearing 
the way for an annexation campaign. 
The enabling act as it stands was 
agreed upon by representatives of this 
county and San Francisco when an¬ 
nexation was agitated some years ago, 
and the Preservation League is deter¬ 
mined that it shall not be altered and 
the way paved for San. Mateo county 
to lose its identity by merging witli 
the big city.

Steve Buttyany of South San Fran¬

Battyany learned nothing of his 
brother-in-law on the ship.

Down in Mexico everybody is 
profiteering in sugar. But in that they 
are only following onr own noble ex¬ 
ample—so why kick? 


If you will look at your gas meter, you will notice three dials. 
That on the left iiand. marked 100 thousand, registers lu.ooo cubic 
feet of gas from one figure to the next. The middle dial, marked 10 
thousand, registers 1,000 cubjr Ret from one figure to the next. The 
dial on the right, marked 1 thousand, registers 100 cubic feet from 
one figure to the next. 

In reading, note the direction in which the pointers move, as in- 
cated by the arrows, and set down the reading from LEFT to RIGHT, 
using the figure that the hand has last passed, unless the hand just 
covers the figure. 

Suppose, for instance, that the pointer on the left hand dial rests 
nearest the figure 5, that on the middle dial nearest 3 and that on the 
right hand dial nearest 2; the whole reading, then, is 53,200 cubic 
feet. And that represents the total consumption of gas registered by 
that meter. Now subtract from that the total amount registered at 
last month’s reading and you have your consumption of gas for the 
month. Apply the rate per 1000 cubic feet and you know the amount 
of your gas bill. 

TRY READING YOUR OWN METER. You will find it is very easy 
to take periodic readings and keep a check on your gas consumption.

Stew tomatoes, strain and put the 
juice down to boil with a little of the 
mixture; add salt and paprika; thick¬ 
en to consistency of drawn butter 
with a little flour.

The Pacific Association of Wheel-; 
men lias received official notification \ 
from Chairman F. Kelsey of the 
American Olympic Games cycling 
committee that Stockton, Calif., lias 
been named as the center for holding 
tile coast trials for selecting men to 
represent this country at the Antwerp 
Olympic cycling races. The final tests 
will be held at Westchester, N. Y., on 
July 8th. The coast trials at Stockton 
are set for June 15th. 

The trials at Stockton will probably 
lie ridden between Stockton and Ma¬ 
dera, a distance of 100 miles. The 
Olympic games distance is 175 milo¬ 
meters, or about 108.74 miles. Walter 
Jones of Stockton holds the American 
amateur record for the 100 miles road 
distance, having ridden between 
Stockton and Madera in 5 hours 5 
mins. 52 secs, last season. Teams are 
expected to enter the trials at Stock- 
ton from San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Stockton, Sacramento, Portland, and 
Seattle. The Olympic games rules 
allow each country to enter a team of 
six men with only four to start.

Judge Hubachek’s drug store was in 
a one-story frame building, which 
stood on the lot now occupied by the 
Galli Bros., the property of Mrs. 
George Wallace. 

Judge Hubachek was a very capable 
pharmacist, a talented and educated 
gentleman, and a well-seasoned 
Democratic politician, who from his 
business and official headquarters on 
Grand avenue dispensed medicine and 
justice with equal facility, and with 
such accuracy and equity that every 
one was pleased, without regard to 
race, party, class, creed, or condition. 

At the election of county and town¬ 
ship officers in November, 1892, Judge 
Hubachek, the Democratic nominee, 
was elected justice of the peace for
